As ‘the first week of the con- 
ference ended without agreement 
on any major issues, Molotov de- 
manded that the establishment of 
a central German government be 
required before a peace conference 
is held. He met a solid lineup of 
foreign ministers of the United 
States, Britain and France who

Both the Government and the 
Communist - dominated General 
Confederation of Labor (CGT) 
wanted to return the workmen to 
their jobs by tomorrow. 

But the Government insisted it 
would discuss modification of its 
proposed “law for the defense of 
the Republic” only after receiving 
written assurance from CGT that 
the strikes would end. 

CGT leaders said they would 
give such assurances when they 
had been advised the Government 
was ready to withdraw its bill 
now before the National Assembly. 

Hot Debate tn Assembly. 

In the Assembly, Communists 
resorted to every obstructionist 
method possible under French 
parliamentary practice to slow 
passage of the measure. It would 
provied imprisonment up to 10 
years and fines for those molest- 
ing non-stikers or inciting. them 
to leave their jobs. 

At one point, Interior Minister 
Jules Moch cried in the heat of 
debate that if Communist obstruc- 
tionism continued, the Govern- 
ment would put the law into effect 
by decree. 

The Assembly was in continuous 
session most of the night. The 
Cabinet met almost without a 
halt in the Assembly corridors, A 
C.G.T. delegation was in perma- 
nent session in the Labor Min- 
istry. Daniel Mayer, Minister of 
Social Affairs, ran back and forth 
between the Cabinet and the labor 
leaders with propositions and 
counter-propositions.

“The use of private credit by 
business and agriculture has ex- 
panded considerably in. recent 
weeks,” the report stated, “and 
has become an important factor 
in the price outlook, In addition, 
the full affect of the expiration 
of consumer credit restrictions, as 
of Nov. 1, has yet to be evidenced 
in the trend of consumer borrow- 


gs. 
“If the rate of private borrowing 
continues to accelerate, commodity 
prices will be subjected to addi- 
tional upward trends.” 
$200,000,000 Rise in Loans. 

Between July 2 and Nov. 19, the 
report stated, loans in the dis- 
trict increased by almost $200,000,- 
000 as compared to a gain of about 
$120,000,000 in the corresponding 
period of 1946.

High Frequency Sound Waves Kill 
Mice, Tiny Insects in Army Tests 


Heat Produced by Ultra Sonic Vibrations 


Causes Death—Sense of Balance 
Affected in Humans, 


FORT MONMOUTH, N.J., Nov. 
29 (AP)—Army engineers have 
succeeded in killing mice and 
small insects with ultra sound 
waves—beyond the range of the 
human ear—the Signal Corps an- 
nounced today. 

Insects could be more quickly 
eliminated in groups than indi- 
vidually, the scientists found. The 
Army statement said “the experi- 
ment ‘afforded results of more 
than biological interest, giving 
some indication that the method 
might be employed in the study 
of pest control.” j 

The lethal waves were devel- 
oped through long research in the 
science of supersonics. The tests 
were conducted for the Signal 
Corps at Penn State College, Pa. 

Today’s announcement was re- 
leased after a previous and more 
detailed statement had been with- 
drawn from publication after hav- 
ing been distributed to newspa- 
pers. Today's statement made no 
mention of any possible use of the 
ultra sonic death wave in warfare. 

White mice, placed in a sound 
field, died one minute after ex- 
posure to the wave, Autopsies 


a- showed that heating produced by 


the wave was sufficient to cause 
death, Later examinations re- 
vealed no obvious damage to the 
organs of the sonically killed mice. 

Mice subjected for only 30 sec- 
onds to the irradiations survived. 

Humans who worked on the 
project found it difficult to put 
objects into the sound fields; or 
to retrieve them, without encoun- 
tering burned fingers and hands. 

The scientists did not expose 
themselves to the direct beam. 


They wore ear-plugs, Yet, it was 
difficult for them to avoid expos- 
ure to the radiated sound, Bffects 
on humans ranged from loss of 
* of equilibrium to dizziness. 
The common roach and other 
peers were killed by A pave 
ting: Included among 
tims were .firebrats, yellow fever 
mosquitoes, blow flies, meal worms 
and caterpillars, 

The Signal Corps said that 
supersonics were not expected to 
serve any immediate domestic 
uses, but offered “promise of find- 
ing and developing more interest- 
ing uses which maye be applied 
to industry.” 

Three practical ways of gener- 
ating supersonic waves were set 
forth by the Army engineers. 

One was the use of an air-jet 
generator, employing much of the 
same principle as a whistle. This 
method is limited to frequencies 
beyond 60,000 cycles. 

A second method employs a 
magnetostrictive effect on certain 
materials, such as nickel, when 
used with an electric oscillator. 
This permits power up to 100,000 
cycles, 

A third, higher-frequency meth- 
od employs certain electronic oa- 
cillators.

The sheriff said he talked with 
the girl two months ago and 
learned she “suffered from some 
mental ailment.” 

The grandpayents’ automobile was 
found wrecked and empty four 
miles from here last night, the 
sheriff said. He said the officers 
notified Newton Sorrell, the girl’s 
grandfather, of the accident. The 
grandfather was unable to find 
any of his family, and notified the 
sheriff, 

Police later discovered that the 
girl had hitchhiked to Hall, Tenn., 
several miles away, and then had 
hired a taxicab to take her to 
Memphis, Sheriff Yarbro said the 
girl had sold an automatic rifle 
in Hall, 

Yarbro said the girl's mother 
died when the girl was 5 years 
old. The father is reported to be 
working in St. Louis.

housed the Curtiss-Wright aircraft 
plant.

The demonstration was to pro- 
test the Government's seizure last 
night of special editions of the 
two papers which attacked the 
bill in red and black headlines, 
and warned workers that a “re- 
actionary coup d'etat” had been 
scheduled for last midnight. 
Newsstands Raided. 
Flying squads of police raided 
central Paris newsstands and 
seized extra editions of both pub- 
lications which contained vitriolic 
attacks on Schuman and the Gov- 
ernment’s program. The papers 
also contained a call to arms ad- 
dressed to workers to “defend the 
Republic.” 
Extra. troops were rushed into 
the northern coal fields near Arrag 
and a clash between state militia 
and demonstrators was reported 
from Saint Etienne, in the central 
mining area, 
The Government won, 247 to 94, 
on the first Assembly test vote, 
to treat the anti-strike legislation 
as an urgent matter. Then a de- 
termined Communist filibuster to 
delay passage of the bills began. 
The Premier’s virtual declara- 
tion of war against Communist 
agitators was made in a wild As- 
sembly meeting. He charged Com- 
munists were bringing in more 
and more foreign agitators to fo- 
ment strikes, 


“Among trouble makers and 


those who cause disorders we find 
more and more foreigners,” he 
shouted at heckling Communist 
Deputies. “We will show no pity 
toward those foreigners whom you 
Communists send to France,” 

His anti-strike program was 
contained in government bills call- 
ing for greatly increased police 
powers, revision of strike laws to 
make the secret strike ballot. com- 
pulsory, and prison terms for sabo- 
teurs and those who impede the 
liberty to work. 

The bills provided sentences of 
six months to five years for sabo- 
teurs caught in the act and double 
that if they are armed. The 18

ven after the recess, the Com- 
munists continued to shout in- 
vective at Government members. 
An uproar occurred in the night 
meeting in the midst of a speech 
by Communist Deputy Florimond 
Bonte. Assembly President Edou- 
ard Herriot then ordered the 
chamber cleared of the public and 
press. 

“Schuman should be put on 
trial,” Bonte shouted.

CHILE SEALS OFF RED ENVOYS 
PENDING WORLD COURT APPEAL 


SANTIAGO, Nov. 29 (AP) — 
Chilean Foreign Minister Vergara 
Donoso said today that Soviet dip- 
lomats still in Santiago would be 
kept here and would be sealed off 
from Moscow pending a Chilean 
appeal to the International Court 
of Justice against a Soviet refusal 
to allow the Russian daughter-in- 
law of Chilean Ambassador David 
Cruz Ocampo to leave the U.S. S. R. 
The Minister said the Govern- 
ment would “retain” the Russian 
colony numbering about 50, includ- 
ing their families and household 
staffs, who are waiting to go home 
in an exchange of diplomats, and 
would no longer permit them to 
communicate with the Soviet cap- 
ital pending appeal to The Hague. 
Chile broke off diplomatic rela- 
tions with Russia in October. 

A Government statement said 
Russian officials have refused 
since last summer to permit the 
Ambassador’s son, Alvaro, to take 
his Russian wife out of the coun- 


try.

A tentative program of legisla- 
tion recently prepared by the leg- 
islative and advisory committees 
will be discussed in the hearings.

Major Proposals,

school superintendents. 
Other proposed reforms include 
approval of the public school cur-

The other, known as the “Arab” 
subcommittee, was told to turn in 
a report on the Arab views for a 
single, unified Arabic state in Pal- 
estine. 

Lester B. Pearson, Canadian Un- 
der Secretary of State for Exter- 
nal Affairs, was one of the prime 
workers in the “partition” sub- 
committee.

Amendments held up a vote on 
it, but on Nov. 25 the Palestine 
committee voted for partition, 25 
to 13, with 17 nations abstaining 
and two absent.

Border Lines Given. 

The plan ran about 10,000 words, 
giving instructions for the crea- 
tion of the countries and giving 
detailed lines for the jig-saw bor- 


ders. 


The Jewish Agency estimated 
that under the plan, the Jewish 
country would have a Jewish pop- 
Ulation of 533,000 and an Arab 
population, plus others, of 397,000, 
for a total of 930,000, To this the 
Agency added 10,000 Jews living 
in Jerusalem which it said it as- 
sumed would choose citizenship in 
the Jewish nation and form an 
integral part of it as far as citi- 
zenship was concerned. 

The agency also estimated that 
the Arab country would have 804,- 
000 Arabs and others and 10,000 
Jews for a total of 814,000. It 
noted that the Arab and other 
population of Jerusalem was 106, 


The agency noted, too, that the 
total area of Palestine is approx!i- 
mately 10,000 square miles, of 
which the proposed Jewish coun- 
try would have 5500 square miles 
and the Arab nation 4500. 

Palestine was relatively quiet 
from 1923 until 1936, when three 
years of Arab-inspired disturb- 
ances began. 

The British Royal (Peel) Com- 
mission recommended partition of 


Palestine for the first time in 
1937. But the next year the 
|'Woodhead Commission rejected 
such a division,

Meanwhile, the newspapers re- 
ported that the five-day strike has 
had littl appreciable effect on 
circulation and advertising. 
Spokesmen for the publishers said 
that they could continue publish- 
ing the typewritten, photo- 
cngraved editions indefinitely. 

Report of Paper Vendor. 

The Union News Co., which 
operates many of the city’s news- 
stands in railroad stations, hotels 
and other busy spots, said that 
despite some criticism at first, the 
public apparently is getting accus- 
tomed to the “typewritten” pa- 
pers. 

The company reported no reduc- 
tion in newsstand sales and said 
that many people who ordinarily 
do not buy at the stands have 
been purchasing the papers “out 
of curiosity.” 

Under the new process, news 
copy is typewritten on special 
typewriters. The copy then is 
photographed and engraved in the 
game manner that news pictures 
are handled. Plates are made 
from the engravings and put on 
the presses. 

All three Sunday morning pa- 
pers appear with all their usual 
features, comics and photo sec- 
tions. There was no reduction in 
size. 

The Sunday Sun and Times was 
96 pages, the capacity for its 
presses, Both the Herald-Ameri- 
can and the Tribune were normal 
size for Sunday. 

Fewer Workers Required. 


The Times and Sun, which for- 
merly employed 354 printers in its 
composing room, now uses 60 girl 
typists to do the work formerly 
done by the striking printers. The 
girls work around the clock on 
three shifts. 

All other papers reported that 
the number of employes involved 
in production had been cut by the 
new process, 

They said, however, that the 
cost of getting out the new type 
newspapers cannot as yet be esti- 
mated, because much of the photo- 
engraving has to be “farmed out” 
to commercial establishments.

Attlee Government 

Something Like New Deal. 


It is an over-simplification to compare 
the Attlee Government with the early days 
of the Rooseveltian New Deal yet this gives 
a general idea of the political and economic 
situation here today. 

Prime Minister Clement Attlee is no 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in color, imagination 
or popular appeal, The Socialist program 
of his trade union and intellectual Cabinet 
members is farther to the left in its compre- 
hensiveness than Roosevelt's improvised 
plans to lift industry and agriculture out 
of the 1929-32 depression. Former Prime 
ty op Winston Churchill is more daring 

persuasive than any Republican leader 
of of the 1930's but his economics are those 
of a politically smart Herbert Hoover. 
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Anthony Eden, the Conservative Foreign 
Minister in the coalition government, is 
more informed on international than on 
domestic problems. Sir John Anderson, 
M.P. for the Scottish Universities and for- 
mer Chancellor of the Exchequer, is another 
possible Conservative Prime Minister. There 
are several likely candidates in the House 
of Lords. There is a saying, however, that 
no Peer can be Prime Minister. 

The Conservatives’ greatest hope and 
most popular drawing cards are their young- 
er M.P.’e such as Richard Law, 46 years 
old, son of former Prime Minister Bonar 
Law; Oliver Stanley, 51, son of the Earl 
of Derby; Harold Macmillan, son-in-law of 
the Duke of Devonshire; Richard Butler, 45, 
former Minister of Labor and National Serv- 
ice; Oliver Lyttelton, 54, wartime Minister 
of Production, and the Marduess of Salis- 
bury, 54, Opposition leader in Lords, a 
grandson of the Victorian Prime Minister. 


Woolton Responsible 
For Conservative Gains. 


The man largely responsible for the Con- 
servative victories in the municipal elections 
is Lord Woolton, 64 years old, business man 
and wartime Food Minister, who has ¢om- 
prehensive plans to organize the party and 
arouse the electorate. For practical pur- 
poses he has appealed for a Conservative 
political fund of a million pounds ($4,000,- 
000) to prepare for and use in the next 
general election. -Even if he doesn’t raise 
the whole amount, the recent successes will 
bring in ample funds. 

The municipal elections for city and town 
councilmen were a shock to the Laborites, 
who, of course, tried to say that they were 
not representative of national sentiment, 
particularly on the socialization of basic in- 
dustries program.

Analysis indicates that the Laborites 
got a real setback, due to party com- 
placency, the irritations over the sacri- 
fices demanded by the economic crisis and 
plain political ineptitude. Analysis does 
not indicate that the Tories would win a 
majority in a general election, Both or- 
ganizations will step up their propaganda 
as a result of these local elections. The 
Conservatives will be handicapped by their 
lack of a detailed alternative program to 
the Socialists; the Laborites by their fail- 
ure to carry out all their promises. 

In these elections Labor kept its hard 
base of working class, votes. It lost some of 
the middle income voters, who previous to 
1945 had called themselves Conservatives, 
Liberals or Independents. The Conservatives, 
campaigning for the first time as a party 
in local elections, increased their support 
of middle and upper class men and women 
who had formerly not bothered with local 
politics. In general only about 45 per cent 
of the electorate voted in the local contest; 
the percentage in a nationa) election runs 
between 765 to 80 per cent. If a general 
election were held in the near future, the 
Laborites, working through the trade unions 
and co-operatives, would see that there was 
a large turnout. The Tories made one of 


their best efforts in the recent elections. 


Explanations for 
Defeats of Laborites. 


Morgan Phillips, Secretary of the Labor 
party, said the defeats were due to food 
and clothing shortages and the abolition of

complained bitterly about the “high pres- 
sure Tory attack which was deliberately 
aimed at exploiting popular discontent over 
inevitable shortages and restrictions.” But 
the Tory tactics were politics as played the 
world over.

fices were necessary but also ended “basic 
petrol“ on election day. A few days before 


Labor leaders publicly had hinted that the 


price of cigarettes would have to be raised 
from 65 cents to a dollar a package of 20. 

The three by-elections this week were a 
better test of national sentiment. In these 
labor upheld its unprecedented record of 
not losing a seat won in the general elec- 
tion. The Socialist majority was greatly 
reduced in the closely-watched Gravesend 
contest on which the Conservatives had 
built up high hopes because the vacancy 
Was caused by the expulsion from Parlia- 
ment of Garry Allighan for selling confi- 
dential parliamentary information to a 
newspaper. This was a hard handicap for 
the Laborites to overcome, It was done by 
getting out the labor vote. The Conserva- 
tives also increased their strength in the 
“middie class“ district but it was not 
enough. In the East Yorkshire constitu- 
tency of Howdenshire, a safe“ Tory seat, 
the Conservatives increased their majority 
from 4518 to 10,227 but in East Edinburgh 
the Socialist retained a safe“ labor district. 
The two last named by-elections were like 
the Republicans winning in Georgia, 

The Tory platform is contained in a 40- 
page pamphiet, selling for a shilling (20 
cents), and it was almost tnanimously 
adopted at the recent Brighton Conference 
attended by 3000 party workers. It is 
called The Industrial Charter, a Statement 
of Conservative Industrial Policy.” 

Following are a few typical excerpts giv- 
ing the Tory planks on important issues: 

The Nationalized Industries: We are 
opposed to nationalization in principle. 

“We do not believe that it will be desir- 
able to restore to private ownership the coal 
industry and the Bank of England. 

“We are firmly opposed to nationalization 
of the iron and steel industry. 

“Those industries Which remain national- 


ized. will be submitted to a rigorous examin- 


— 


ation from the point of view ot their eco- 
nomic efficiency.” 

National Housekeeping: There must be 
a clearcut division between what must be 
done by the Government and what the in- 
dividual is free to do. In order to make the 
best of our national assets there must be 
better machinery for giving strong central 
guidance. We envisage a well-knit system 
of consultation, extending from the Cabinet 
room to the floor of the workshop.” 


Would Keep Free Working 
Of the Bargaining Machinery. 


Wage-fixing Machinery: “We do not 
propose to upset the free working of the 
collective bargaining machinery. But we 
propose that the Ministry of Labor with 
the full resources of Government informa- 
tion should keep both sides of industry in- 
formed about the economic situation and 
assist one industry to relate its proposals 
to the findings of others.“ 

Controls: The present methods of con- 
trols hamper industry and waste manpower. 
But some controls will have to be continued 
until abundance overtakes scarcity. We 
would take nothing off the ration until we 
were certain every family could buy ample 
supplies of the articles concerned.“ 


Employment Policy: The Government 
must be responsible for maintaining a wen 
and stable level of employment. 
should use taxation to the full by 1 
rarily unbalancing the Budget. Reductions 
of taxes, release of accumulated tax credits 
and relaxation of purchase (sales) tax are 
essential weapons in forestalling the threat 
of unemployment.”’ 

Taxation: “Government expenditures must 
be reduced. The present burden of taxation 
is a serious drag on greater efforts.“ 

Earned Incomes: Relief of taxation 
must be given to earned income at all 
levels.“ 

P. A. XT. E. (Pay as you earn): We con- 
sider that this system should be overhauled 
to meet peacetime needs. We should give 
attention to making steps less sharp and to 
reducing the discouragement of extra ef- 
fort.”’ 

Trade Unions: ‘‘We make it clear once 
again that the Conservative party believes 
that the trade unions have a great and vital 
part to play in industry. We encourage all 
members to take an active part in union 
affairs. We believe in voluntary recruit- 
ment and free choice of unions by the indi- 
dividual. We condemn unofficial strikes.” 


Churchill Repudiates 
Part of the Tory Charter. 


In his attack on the King’s address to 
Parliament, which is actually written by the 
Government in power, Churchill repudiated 
part of this charter,“ to express views that 
are shared by many important Tories but 
are usually softpedaled because they would 
lose votes in the lower income groups. 

“I do not believe,’’ Churchill said, in the 
capacity of the state to plan and enforce 
an active highgrade economic productivity 
upon its members or some of them. No 
matter how numerous are the committees 
they set up, or the ever-growing hordes of 
officials they employ, or the severity of 
the punishments they inflict or threaten, 
they cannot approach the high level of in- 
ternal economic production which, under 
free enterprise, personal initiative, competi- 
tive selection, enable the profit motive to 
rectify failure. The infinite processes of 
good housekeeping and perspnal ingenuity 
constitute the life of a free society. 

We are told that we Conservatives have 
no policy. Here is the policy—to establish 
a basic standard for life and labor and pro- 
vide the necessary basic food for all. Once 
that is done, set the people free—get out 
of the way and let the»? make the best of 
themselves, and wis whatever prizes they 
can for their families and their country.“

mons, immediately replied to Churchill, call-

Labor’s Solution 
Is More Socialism. 


The official labor solution for the crisis 
and the long range rehabilitation of Britain 
is more socialism and planning and less 
‘free enterprise“ as known in the United 
States. Attlee, Morrison, Bevin, Cripps and 
the other top responsible leaders are con- 
tent to go slowly, as they were taught by 
the older Fabian Socialists. Their refusal 
to call for enactment of legislation this ses- 
sion to nationalize the fron and steel in- 
dustry caused the greatest Cabinet contro- 
versies so far in the two-year old Govern- 
ment. 

The radicals“ were only placated when 
the Government agreed to curtail the power 


of the hereditary House of Lords by calling 


for amendment of the Parliament Act of 
1911 so that enactment of a House bill over 
a Lords’ veto could be delayed only one 
year instead of two. 

The Conservatives are counting on these 
“radicals’’ to cause a splitup of the present 
Government. At this writing it seems a 
remote hope. 

The leader of this group is Aneurin 
Bevan, Minister of Health, who is often 
described as The next Prime Minister but 
one,“ meaning that he will head a Labor 
Government after Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin or Chancellor of the Exchequer- 
Economic Minister Sir Stafford Cripps has 
replaced Attlee, or after a Conservative 
has had a try at it. His wife is Jennie 
Lee, attractive Socialist firebrand from 
Scotland. This group has an undefined fol- 
lowing in Commons, with its strength esti- 
mated from 40 to 100 votes. The most out- 
spoken are those without administrative 
posts such as Richard Crossman, Ian Mar- 
kado and Konni Zilliacus. One of their 
theories is that Britain can co-operate eco- 
nomically and politically with Soviet Russia. 

This group got a slight setback in October 
when Attlee reorganized his Government by 
dropping five senior and six junior ministers. 
Among those demoted was Emanuel §Shin- 
well, chairman of the Labor party, who 
moved out of the Cabinet as Minister of 
Fuel and Power to become Secretary of 
War. Like Roosevelt, Attlee promoted 
bright younger men from the universities to 
high office, such as H. T: N. Gaitskell, 41 
years old, who was made Minister of Fuel 
and Power, and G. R. Strauss, 46, Minister 
of Supply. He had already appointed 
Harold Wilson, 31, to Cripps’ old job of 
President of the Board of Trade. 

The Labor party prestige itself received 
a shock when Hugh Dalton was forced to 
resign as Chancellor of the Exchequer be- 
cause he unwittingly gave out prematurely 
for publication the highly secret budget 
figures before they were announced to the 
Commons. Dalton was not popular with 
many of his Labor colleagues and was decid- 
edly unpopular with most business men. His 
successor as head of the Treasury, Cripps, 
while lacking in warmth and popular ap- 
peal, is highly respected both by Socialists 
and Tories. 


Attlee Government 
Strengthened by Changes. 


The changes strengthened the Attlee 
Government but if there should be wide- 
spread popular discontent over the lowering 
of the standard of living, however, some 
of the radicals“ may think the time has 
come to risk breaking away from the pres- 
ent responsible leaders. That time has not 
yet come. It is what the Tories are hoping 
for.

The 
world never stood more in need of a world 
leader with that kind of dual strength. 

America has made two distinctive contri- 
butions for the betterment of the world, 
One is the concept of the dignity of man, 


mass production. 

The idea of the essential, basic dignity 
of man, the citizen, was given political em- 
bodiment in the American Revolution. For 
the first time, the rights of man were writ- 
ten into a binding constitutional document 
with which our law must conform. This 
new political concept shook the world. 

Then, about 50 years ago, another new 
American concept shook the world: the 
technique of mass production. It was pre- 
cisely what men of free will and free choice 
needed. Together, the two American tradi- 
tions—both sweepingly spectacular—have 
proved out a workable formula: that man 


have an abundance of material things to 
enjoy along with that freedom, 

I think the second contribution would not 
have come about without the first. The 
first created an environment in which 
initiative and inventive genius could come to 
their finest flowering. So they did, and 
we achieved the technique of mass produe- 
tion in an atmosphere which glorified the

Both these concepts are as distinctly na-

wood. Because they are so characteristically 
American, they must be made to stand out 
in our foreign policy. We're not going to 
force these two ideas down the throats of 
the rest of the world. It isn’t to our pur- 
pose to force them on anybody. The truth 
is, they can't be forced; they can only be 
accepted. We are offering these concepts 
solely on the theory that they’ve worked so 
well for us, they ought to work as well for 


others. 


Says Mass Production 
Must Constantly Expand. 


Everyone here at home, of course, accepts 
the thought that individual freedom and 
freedom of choice ought to be universal, but 
I'd like to point out why I think mass 
production should be just as universal. 

I am convinced mass production cannot 
be nationalistic. It must have mass markets. 
Fence it in, and periodically it sickens. Mass 
production must constantly expand. It for- 
bids us to be nationalistic in thought or 
action. Mass production demands a mass 
world market. If there is anything which 
can ever bring the ‘‘one world” concept into 
being in its best and most reasonably logical 
sense, it will be the fruits of mass produc- 
tion made possible by large-scale invest- 
ment. 

Here in America, the machine and the 
technique of mass production have made us 
the rich man in a world street of poor 
neighbors. I think it is impossible for one 
rich man to retain his riches very long in a 
community of paupers. What is true of a 
rich man in a community is true of a rich 
nation in a world community of poor neigh- 
bors. The United States cannot long sur- 
vive as an island of plenty in a world ocean 
of want. It can’t be an oasis of prosperity 
in a desert of despair. One day the winds 
of envy and disgruntlement will whip up 
such a sandstorm they will bury that oasis. 

I think our economic future lies in pro- 
ducing things by the billions for the billions 
of people in the world to buy, which means 
that those billions must have the where- 
withal to buy them. I don't think there's 
any economic future in producing things 
by the millions for fewer millians to buy. 
There is no point or profit in producing by 
the billion without being able to sell to a 
billion customers. And only. world indus- 
trialization will provide a billion customers. 

That’s why there’s nothing altruistic in 
the foreign policy of freedom and indus- 
trialization which I am projecting. Neither is 
it imperialistic. 

The policy I suggest is different from that 
followed by any other predominant nation in 
history. It is not my intention to say that 
all actions of world leaders of the past were 
bad. Each, of course, made positive contri- 
butions to civilization. But because of the 
economics of their times, past world leaders 
had to impoverish others to enrich them- 
selves. Their prosperity was built on sei- 
zure of wealth from subjugated peoples, 

Our policy as the world’s predominant 
power must be different: we must put in 
before we can take out; we must invest be- 
fore we can profit.

“partnership capitalism,” 

There are other approaches and other 
techniques, but in partnership capitalism I 
place my greatest hope for world reconstruc- 
tion and for lifting the living standards of 
people throughout the world. | 

Partnership capitalism is the natural 
handmaiden of the kind of world leadership 
for America which I am discussing. It in- 
volves just this: American capital and Know- 
how in partnership with the capital, the 
manpower, and the resources in other coun- 
tries. Its purpose is a mutual and co-opera- 
tive development of industry among nations. 
In this way, America makes available to the 
world one of its greatest assets—the Ameri. 
can capitalist, with his dollars plus his tech- 
niques. 


Example of Capital 

On Partnership Basis. 

Partnership capitalism is not just talk. 

It is already at work. There are notable 
examples. Take the Corning Glass Works 
of Corning, New Tork. This company is 
interested in expanding the glass business on 
a partnership basis around the globe. Sev- 
eral years ago, it went into partnership with 
a long-established glass company in Argen- 
tina, It inveated cash and American know- 
how in exchange for a stock interest. It was 
a minority stock interest. Officers of 
Corning tell me that they are not interested 
in majority control or balance. of power in 
the Argentine company. 
Results today demonstrate the worth of 
partnership capitalism. Everyone has bene- 
fited. Argentina has a thriving and ex- 
panding glass industry, and America has re- 
ceived dividends through selling equipment 
and machinery and supplies to that ower? 
glass plants, 

Corning has done the same thing with 
companies in Brazil and Chile, with the 
same stimulation of industry and beneficial 
results in those countries. And Corning ex- 
pects to go into other countries. 

Another example of partnership capitalism 
is the Ford Motor Company. It has pro- 
moted automobile production arownd the 
world by going into partnership with native 
capital. 

Then there’s the case of RKO Radio Pic- 
tures, Inc., which has contributed sub- 


‘stantially to the development of the motion 


picture industry in Mexico. RKO took 
American capital and American know-how 
across. the border in a voluntary partner- 
ship agreement with Mexican capital and re- 
sqyrces. It was on a 50-50 basis. The 
project: is not only giving employment to 
large numbers of persons but is giving 
Mexico a Freater film-producing industry 
and helping Mexico develqp its native cul- 
ture. 

There are numerous other examples of 
this kind which could be eited, but it’s only 
a beginning. I should like to see the prac- 
tice vastly ‘expanded. It has worked well 
where it has been tried. And it has worked 
well because it is the opposite of old-line 
capitalism which exploited peoples and 
countries. 


Old-Line Capitalism 
Loses Out in Argentina. 


In contrast to partnership capitalism, ob- 
serve what recently happened to old-line 
capitalistic investments in Argentina. With- 
in the last year, the British-owned railways 
and the American-owned telephone and 
telegraph companies in Argentina were 
bought out by the Argentine government, 
In effect, Argentina said to th# type of 
British and American interests: “Go home 
We don’t want you.” 

Old-line capitalism, as Illustrated dy 
those two instances, functioned as a gamble 
of “outside interests” instead of joining 
forces with the nationals of the country in 
a co-operative venture. 


I think America can offer a new type 
of leadership to the world—a leadership 
based on mutuality and reciprocity. It can 
be an enlightened leadership, a twentieth- 
century kind of leadership, as different from 
older types of world Hoy es as the dawn 
differs from the dark of night. |

The New Jersey. Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners has dealt more generously with the 
telephone company in that state than the cor- 


Southern Bell. The 

turned down entirely the request for a tele- 
phone rate increase, while the New Jersey com- 
mission allowed 65 per cent of the requested hike. 

Yet even the New Jersey opinion is, on the 
whole, encouraging to those who are arguing 
against a rate increase for the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. in Missouri. 

It is clear that New Jersey Bell needed ad- 
ditional revenue more than it is needed by 
Southwestern Bell. The annual statement of 
New Jersey Bell for 1946 says “ . earnings 
on capital investment in the business were 4.05 
per cent. Statement I of Southwestern 
Bell’s 1946 report to the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission says that the company’s net in- 
come on its investment in Missouri was 5.09 per 
cent. That is a substantial difference. 

Furthermore, the rate-making base allowed in 
New Jersey is much less favorable to the utility 
than that allowed in Missouri. In New Jersey 
the depreciation reserve, which amounts to about 
a third of the total investment, is taken out of 
the rate base. In Missouri, it is not taken out, 


or is only partially subtracted. If the deprecia- 


tion reserve were treated in Missouri as it is 


treated in New Jersey, it would add $1,250,000 
annually to the earnings of Southwestern Bell 


in Missouri alone.

The New Jersey commission found also that 

money costs have gone down in the past 25 

years and that this fact must be considered 
in determining a fair return for a utility. 


All of New Jersey’s capital now is in the form. 


of common stock, which has usually paid a 6 
per cent dividend. The commission suggested 
the conversion of up to 47% per cent of this 
stock interest to bonds, which would receive 
only about 3 per cent interest. Since the com- 
pany had not done this, the commissign felt 
compelled to “consider what the cost of capital 
would be if the capital structure conformed to 
a pattern which would result in more reason- 
able over-all costs and yet be financially sound.” 

We hope this advice is not wasted on Victor 
Cooley, president of Southwestern Bell. At the 
last report, only 26.6 per cent of Southwestern 
Bell’s capital structure was in bonds and deben- 
tures. To raise this percentage to 4744 per cent 
would save the company in capital costs—if 
the savings in income taxes also are considered 
—some $5,000,000 a year. 

Like the Tennessee commission, the New Jer- 


ey commission pared down the 142 per cent 


management fee which Bell subsidiaries have 
been paying A.T.&T. And it found that the com- 
pany had underestimated its revenue and over- 
estimated its depreciation for 1947. Some 
$2,600,000 of the requested rate increase was 
disallowed on these three items. 


* * * 


The most urgent lesson of the New Jersey 
opinion, so far as the Missouri Public Service 
Commission is concerned, is that the deprecia- 
tion reserve should be knocked off the rate base 
—not only of the telephone company but of oth- 
er utilities in the state. : 

The depreciation reserve is money paid in 
to the company over and above a fair rate of 
return. Not only the New Jersey and Tennes- 
see public service. commissions, but alert public 
service commissions in other states have said 
that the depreciation reserve must be subtracted 
from the investment upon which a fair rate of 
return is permitted. This is the doctrine also of 
the Federal Power and Federal Communications 
commissions. 

This procedure has been ignored in Missouri. 
Instead, the Missouri commission has ruled that 
the company shall pay into its revenue fund 
each year a sum equivalent to 3 per cent in- 
terest on the depreciation reserve. 

What is the effect of this? Southwestern Bell's 
depreciation reserve on its property in Missouri 
is now roughly $50,000,000. Three per cent of 
this is $1,500,000 a year, and that is the extent 
to which the subscribers benefit from the de- 
preciation fund. But assume that the Missouri 
Public Service Commission permits Southwest- 
ern Bell to earn as much as 542 per cent on its 
rate-base investment. If the depreciation re- 
serve were subtracted from the rate base, tele- 
phone users would receive on it a return not 
of 3 pet cent but of 544 per cent. 

It is the difference between $1,500,000 and 
$2,750,000 a year. And $1,250,000 a year added 
to the company’s earnings would provide, at 


one swoop, far more than 40 per cent of the 


total increased revenue Southwestern Bell is 
asking in Missouri. 


The Missouri commission should adopt the 


accounting and rate-base methods used by the 
federal authorities and now being adopted even 


by conservative regulatory bodies like that of 
New Jersey. The commission should apply the 


microscope to Southwestern Bell’s whole peti- 


tion for a rate increase.

Weather Bureau was giving out with tempera- 
tures as high as 102. On six days in August we 
were told the thermometer went above 100. Our

How Many Others Are There? 


Representative Bender of Ohio is a profes- 
sional, Republican politician, not in the least 
averse to embarrassing the Democratic party's 
conduct of public affairs. Even so, the Truman 
Administration would make a serious mistake 
if it turned a cold shoulder on Mr. Bender’s 
announcement that House investigators have 
come across “three or four cases of unreason- 
able enrichment” among wartime service pro- 
curement officers. 

The disgrace of Bennett E. Meyers is proof 
enough that men can be so low as to use their 
military posts to reap wealth for themselves in 
homefront chairborne security while others are 
pouring out their lives in action.

If Congress wants to save itself a lot of time 
in the coming regular session and all future 
sessions it will take a few minutes out and pass 
a bill introduced by Representative Miller of 
Nebraska.

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To Make Democracy Strong 

, What should American education do to meet 
the menace and challenge of Communism? This 
question was put and answered at the St. Louis 
meeting of the National Council for the Social 
Studies by John W. Studebaker, United States 
Commissioner of Education. Here are three of 
the things he recommends: 

Our schools should teach the great liberties 
which American citizens enjoy—how they got 
these liberties, what duties and responsibilities 
these liberties impose. They should make clear 
the ways in which these liberties are threat- 
ened and all too often violated. They should be 
specific and show where and when human rights 
are trespassed. 

Our schools should teach democracy more in- 
tensively than they now do. They should teach 
not abstractions and generalities but the actual 
practice of democracy. They should prepare fu- 
ture citizens to make democracy more success- 
ful “particularly as to economic opportunities 
and matters of human relations.” 

Our schools should teach the facts about gov- 
ernmental systems which compete with democ- 
racy. They should not be afraid to explain 
wherein lies the origin of Communism and un- 
der what condition Fascism rises. They should 
not shun comparative studies. On the contrary, 
such presentations should be made basic in 
high school programs, 

These are only a few of the significant points 
in Commissioner Studebaker’s address, which 
should be printed in every professional publica- 
tion for teachers and school board members in 
the country. Were it widely known and acted 
on, there would be less fear of Communism and 
a much more vigorous democracy in America. 
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Now For the Mine Safety Bill 


Will John L. Lewis make the same intem- 
perate fight on James Boyd, as director of the 
Federal Bureau of Mines, in the special session 
that he did in the regular session? It is to be 
hoped his wrath has cooled, for the UMWA 
head gained nothing and mine safety lost by 
his unreasoning bitterness. 

Mr. Boyd’s name is again before the Senate 
since he holds office by recess appointment and 
he must be confirmed if he is to continue in the 
post. In the regular session, confirmation was 
held up because of the Lewis opposition, though 
the Senate Public Lands Committee approved 
the nomination of the former Colorado School 
of Mines director. 

The Senate should realize by now that Lewis 
was playing the prima donna—and carrying on 
his feud with Secretary Krug—when he stalled 
off the federal mine safety bill because of 
the Boyd appointment. The argument that it 
would not be safe to put teeth in federal mine 
inspection because Mr. Boyd was not “compe- 
tent” to administer the law — was so much 
nonsense. 

John L. Lewis has campaigned too hard over 
the years for needed federal mine inspection to 
stay off on a tangent like this one.

No book written since the end 
of the war throws more light on 
these facts than Hal Lehrman’s 
“Russia's Europe,” published last 
week.

RESIDENT TRUMAN'S call- 

ers report that he is more in 

earnest about his anti-inflation 
fight than they have ever seen 
him. He appears completely ab- 
sorbed in the problem. He has 
not wavered from his conviction 
that, in the end, some form of ra- 
tioning and price control must be 
effected, 

The President is, taking consid- 
erable satisfaction in the congres- 
sional activity he hag stirred up. 
All kinds of committees are hold- 
ing hearings on his 10-point pro- 
gram and Senator Taft now pre- 


dicts that part of it will be ap- 
proved by Christmas. 

While he waits to see what that 
part is, the President is giving 
consideration to what the White 
House plan or battle ought to be 
when the new powers are granted 
him. 

His temporary chief of staff in 
the anti-inflation battle is Secre- 
tary of Commerce Averell Harri- 
man. Harriman has thrown all 
the Commerce experts and re- 
sources into the fight. While his 
aids marshal! statistics, draft legis- 
lation and line up witnesses, Har- 
riman does his best to co-ordinate 
administration strategy. 


Contradiction Over Credit. 


That his best is sometimes not 
good enough appeared when 
Treasury Secretary Snyder and 
Federal Reserve Chairman Eccles 
contradicted each other on the 
same day about the part played 
by bank credit in inflation. This 
misadventure was a windfall to 
the economists and Budget Bureau 
experts who are arguing for an 
economic’. stabilization director 
with powers similar to those exer- 
cised in wartime by ex-Secretary 
Byrnes and Chief Justice Vinson.

Many of them are concluding 
that their candidate intends to 
give them a front-porch campaign 
next year while others, more ar- 
ticulate and fiery, do the talking.

The Politburo was set up in- 
formally by Nikolai Lenin in 1917. 
Stalin is the only remaining orig- 


inal member. As it exists today 
it is, in a real sense, Stalin’s 
creation. He revamped it in oust- 
ing Leon Trotsky and his follow- 
ers in 1926. The “purges” and 
“purging of the purgers” in the 
1930s brought other changes. 

Besides Stalin, there are nine 
full members and four called 
“candidates,” “alternates,” or 
“deputies,” who have the right 
of discussion in the Politburo, but 
They are: a 

V. M. Molotov — at 57, Rus- 
sla's Foreign Minister is 11 years 
younger than Stalin, but is one 
of the older men in the Politburo. 
As a radical student organizer in 
his youth, he Was often arrested. 
He was in St. Petersburg in 1917 
when revolution broke and Sta- 
lin, Trotsky and Lenin were in 
exile. He held the Bolsheviks to- 
gether until the leaders returned. 
For a short time in 1921 he was 
chairman of the Communist Cen- 
tral Committee, a post that Sta- 
lin later used to achieve party 
domination. He helped develop 
Pravda, the party paper, and was 
close to Lenin. He was Politburo 
candidate in 1923 and a full mem- 
ber in 1927. 


A. A, Zhdanov — Unlike many 
Bolsheviks who went through the 
1917 revolution, Zhdanov, now 81. 
has no record of clashes with the 
Czarists. He is the son of a 
school official and is credited 
with having a good education. 
Many believe he is Stalin's favor- 
ite. He often dresses like Stalin 
and those who believe he is in 
high favor cite little marks of 
preference shown him in public. 
This view is further supported 
by the fact he made the Nov. 7, 
1946. independence day speech 
which is traditionally made by 
Stalin. 

As secretary of the vital Lenin- 
grad district of the Communist 
party, he became a top 
man. He was responsible for the 
conduct of the Finnish war and 
he has been variously described 
as a hero and in the dog house 
because of that campaign, Other 
conflicting reports place him on 
the one hand as a bitter rival of 
Molotov and on the other hand 
as a member of a select inner 
group of close friends including 
Molotov, Vosnesenski and Malen- 
kov. 

A private in the Czarist army, 
he is now a Lieutenant General. 
He is also a master of Marxist- 
Leninist-Stalinist theory and 
speaks with unusual freedom and 
humor for a Communist. His 
speech in 1939 ridiculing both pur- 
gers and purgers of purgers sig- 
naled Russia's return to less hec- 
tic internal programs. 

L. P. Berla — Although he has 
relinquished actual administration 
of Russia's secret police, its con- 
trol is believed to be still in his 
hands. He is responsible for the 
system that keeps a high propor- 
tion of Russians, estimated to 
number as high as 20,000,000, in 
prison and labor camps. His po- 
sition. has led to reports he is 
widely hated in Russia, In 1940, 
one American publication (the 
American Mercury) said he had 
Menshevik (anti-Bolshevik) lean- 
ings from 1917 to 1921—a black 
mark in Stalinist Russia, if true. 
A Georgian, as is Stalin, he 
called the Stalin of the Caucasus 
because of his work as security 
chief there. He became Politburo 
candidate in 1939 after he con- 
vinced Stalin the purge had gone 
too far and purged the purgers.

HE history of Romanian 

Communism and the name of 

Anna Pauker, Romania's new 
Foreign Minister, are so closely 
associated that it is sometimes 
difficult to determine where her 
initiative ends and that of the 
party begins. 

For three decades “Tovarish 
Anny,” as the Romanian comrades 
call her, has been making history 
underground and in the open in 
Balkan politics. 

The first woman named to di- 
rect a nation’s foreign policy, 
Mme. Pauker has been described 
as a woman of mystery,“ but 
there is nobody in Romania who 
does not know her by name and 
who cannot recite from memory 
some episode of her vivid life. 

Beloved of her followers and 
hated by her foes, her courage 
and unwavering attitude are ad- 
mired by all. In the complicated 
machinery: of Balkan politics, 
Anna Pauker is a vital part that 
does not break down and could 
only with difficulty be replaced. 

There is a very little glamour 
about her. At 61 she looks what 
she is: The supporting pillar of 
the Communist Party. 


Taller than the average Con- m 
tinental woman, of generous pro- 
portions due rather to a solid 
frame than good living, she carries 
her broad-featured head high. A 
jutting chin, broad cheek bones, a 
generous mouth and large fore- 
head provide the frame from 
which glisten steely, intelligent, 
dark gray eyes which, seemingly 
* hue with her mood, 

Formidable Personage. 

Truly a formidable personage, 
she commands the attention of 
friend and foe alike whenever she 
enters a room. But for all the re- 
doubtable qualities of person and 
manner that impose respect, she 
probably is the most human 
personality of the Romanian Com- 
munist party. 

There is a long road behind her 
dominating influence in her na- 
tive country, but with typical 
Communist secrecy there are many 
blank spots in her record. 

Born in Bucharest of humble 
Jewish parents—her father was a 
poor rabbi who found it difficult 
to make both ends meet—she 
wanted to become a doctor, 

It was in her student days that 
she. became interested in social- 
ism, She was so absorbed by the 
new social teachings and finan- 
cially in such dire straits that 
she gave up her medical studies 
and became a teacher to earn a 
living. | 

In 1918 she was arrested for 
circulating a leaflet urging world 
peace. Soon after, on Dec, 13, 
1918, she was heard from again 
leading a demonstration in the 
National Theater Square in Bu- 
charest which was dispersed by 
machine fire at the express 
order of Gen. Alexandru Averescu, 
at that time Prime Minister. 

Pardoned Under Amnesty. 

In 1922 she became a member 
of the central committee of the 
Romanian Communist party, a 
job she has held without inter- 
ruption for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. In 1924 Ion Bratianu’s Lib- 
eral Government outlawed the 


Communist party. Mme, Pauker | 


was sentenced to 20 years in 
prison, but was pardoned under 
a general amnesty. She went 
abroad for a few years then and 
was sentenced “in absentia” to 
10 years which she never served, 

However, she returned to Ro- 
mania in the '30s and with other 
members of the Communist party 
organized anti-Fascist committees 
throughout the country. At this 
time, although widely known in 
the party and to the Romanian 
secret police, she was not known 
to the masses, 

In 1935 when the secret police 
made a drive to liquidate the 
Communists, Mrs. Pauker and 
several leading party members 
were arrested in a raid in which 
she was wounded twice by police 
bullets. She recovered in a Bu- 
charest hospital and was taken 
to the military prison at Craiova. 
in southwest Romania where, in 
1936, she was tried together with 
Gheorghe Gheorghie-Dej, now 
Minister of Trade and Industry, 
by a military tribunal. 

It was during her imprisonment 
before the trial that Mme. Pauker 
had the chance to show her un- 
daunted and unflinching charac- 
ter. Military magistrates who 
know the story have supplied the 
details, 

Just Said “1 Don't Know.“ 

Brought before the interrogat- 
ing magistrate, she stubbornly re- 
fused to answer any questions, 
When asked her name, those of 
her comrades, what she was do- 
ing, whether she admitted the 
harges against her, she replied 
only, “I don’t know.”

BATAVIA, Nov. 29 (AP)—The 
Netherlands East Indies Govern- 
ment disclosed today that every 
one of 38 Indonesian prisoners of 
war loaded into a single box car 
died Nov. 23 during a 13-hour 
train trip from Bondowoso in 
eastern Java to Soereabaia. 

In addition, eight prisoners died

men, the announcement added. 
The train was carrying a total 
of 100 prisoners in three box cars, 
and while 33 in the third car ar- 
rived safely, a total of 11 sur- 
vivors had to be hospitalized, the 
Dutch statement added. 

The announcement said a Dutch 
lieutenant and sergeant major, 
and an interpreter were arrested 
in connection with the deaths. 
Other witnesses were reported 
“confined.” No names were given. 

Some of the survivors were 
quoted as saying the cars were 
kept closed all day and they had 
nothing to eat or drink. 

The statement offered no offi- 
cial explanation of what caused 
the deaths, but said they were 
being investigated by a marine 


committee of two senior medical 
officers, 

Meanwhile the good offices com- 
mittee of the United Nations in- 
vestigating the Dutch-Indonesian 
conflict announced its representa- 
tives reserved the right “to take 
up allegations of violations of the 
cease-fire resolution on its own 
initiative.” 

The announcement was seen as 
the first public display of a “get 
tough” policy by the U.N. com- 
mittee, which is investigating vio- 
lations of the cease-fire order is 
8 sued by the U.N. in an attempt to 
halt the fighting in Indonesia.

a report showing an increase of 
more than 600 per cent in major 
crimes over prewar figures, 

The ministry said there were 
864 cases ef murder or attempted 
murder in the first nine months 
of this year, compared with 62 in 
1987. There have been 618 rob- 
beries this year, compared with 
57 10 years ago. 

The government report did not 
specifically lay the blame on 
troops of the four pccupying pow- 
ers, but noted that Austrians were 
involved in only 25 per cent of the 
murder cases and an even smaller 
percentage of the robberies, 

The report emphasized the “ab- 
solute inadequacy” of the arma- 
ment of civilian police authorities. 
It said that since the end of the 
war, 112 policemen have been 
| killed on duty and many others 
have been severely wounded.

Myers was in St. Louis to at- 
tend the convention of the Na- 
tional Council for Social Studies, 
at Hotel Jefferson. The race strike 
at Gary, he said, brought tension 


in the community to a dangerous |. 


itch. : 
“In the first place,” he said, 
“the pattern of segregation was 
established when Gary was laid 


out as a town in 1907. The plan- 


ners set aside one district on the 
west for steel mill executives, an- 
other on the east for skilled work- 
men and foremen and a third, 
south of the tracks, for common 


laborers, Negroes and immigrants. 


The isolation of these groups was 
heightened by a poor transporta- 
tion system so that Ga was 
really three communities with 
little in common. 
Student Strike in 1927. 

“Despite this fact, segregation 
was not practiced in the schools 
until 1927 when.abandonment of 


an old building forced the trans- 


fer of 30 Negro students to Emer- 


son School on the Hast Side. This 
area was inhabited then by second- 
generation Americans who had 
moved into that community as 
their economic fortunes improved. 
A strike of students followed this 
move, It lasted two weeks with 
the board capitulating and sending 
the Negro students to a new dis- 
trict, Some Negro students, how- 
ever, continued to attend Froebel 
School in a mixed district.” 

Two yce.rs ago, the matter came 
to a head again, Myers continued, 
when white students at Froebel, 
disgruntled at attending the only 
1 school in the city, walked 
out and stayed away from classes 
for 10 weeks, They insisted that 
all schools ought to be mixed or 
all segregated. They returned to 
classes only after the board of ed- 
ucation agreed to work out a 
settled policy to be applied to all 
schools, ; 


“The board discussed the ques- 
tion at great length and finally, 
on Aug. 27, 1946, decided to estab- 
lish a policy of non-segregation,” 
Myers said. “The idea was to put 
the poli in effect during e 
1947-48 school year for all grades 
from kindergarten through the 
sixth and to extend the policy to 
all 12 grades over the next five 
years. 

Outline of New Policy. 

“While the policy was limited at 
first to six grades, it was a thor- 
oughgoing non-segregation policy. 
By that, I mean, the board insist- 
ed that Negroes were not merely 
to attend the same classes, they 
were to enjoy all the citizenship 
privileges enjoyed by the white

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP)— 
Setting a new peacetime record, 
30,800 physically handicapped 
workers got jobs through public 
employment services in October, 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach 
reported to President Truman to- 


ay. 
Schwellenbach said the stimulus 
for the new record was the third 
annual “National Employ the 


Physically Handicapped Week,” 
Oct. 5-11. Of the 30,800 persons, 
17,800 were disabled veterans. 

The number of unemployed dis- 
abled veterans — those trying to 
get jobs—was 92,000 at the end of 
October. This was only half what 
it was a year ago.

First of the structures to burn 
was the Negro Methodist Church. 
Then flames destroyed the Negro 
Baptist Church. After both fires 
the gag began’ using the 
Loganville Negro school as a 
place of worship and for com- 
munity gatherings. The school 
was destroyed yesterday by fire. 

Mayor Byrd said he did not be- 
lieve that white persons, or racism, 
were responsible for the fires, He 
said it was his belief that there 
was a feud between sections of 
the Negro populace which resulted 
in the fires, or that possibly the 
Negroes were attempting to “at- 
tract nation-wide sympathy” by 
firing thelr own churches and 
schools. :

JAP FAKED DEATH 
TO AVOID CAPTURE 
AS WAR CRIMINAL 


Officer Charged With Be- 
heading U.S. Flyer Tells 
Court of Escape Plot.

GUAM, Nov. 29 (AP)—A Jap- 
anese charged with beheading an 
American flyer testified at his war 
crimes trial that he escaped de- 
tection two years by faking sui- 


cide and posing as a man who 
was dead, 

He is Lt. Tetsuji Katsuyama, 
one of four defendants charged 
with executing Wallace F. Kauf- 
man, Brooklyn, in 1945, after he 
parachuted to Koror island, in the 
Palau group, from a crashing 
plane. 

Katsuyama told a war crimes 


court Friday that after American 
forces captured the Palaus, Lt. 
Gen, Inouye, commanding general 
there, realized they must learn 
Kaufman's fate. Inouye gathered 
his staff together and worked out 
a scheme for Katsuyama to hide 
in the interior while the body of 
a Japanese soldier dressed in his 
uniform was handed over to the 
Americans as Katsuyama, with the 
explanation that he had commit- 
ted suicide. 

After being repatriated in early 
1946, Katsuyama, masquerading as 
Mikio Koyama, hid on a farm 100 
miles northwest of Tokyo. Inouye 
and his staff settled back as law- 
abiding citizens. 

Running short of money, Katsu- 
yama went to work in Toyko, A

the lawn they can be piled around 
shrubbery borders to a depth of 
12 to 16 inches. Dry leaves like 
those of the oak kre to be pre- 
ferred, and if dead grass and 
twigs are raked up with them, so 
much the better, for it makes a 
lighter, airier mulch. It is a good 
dea to put bits of brush between 
layers of maple leaves or other 
kinds that form a dense mat dur- 
ing the winter, and such matted 
leaves should not be piled more 
than three or four inches deep. 
Mulch Evergreens, Too. 

The leaf mulch may look untidy 
at first, but soon will settle. Fussy 
gardeners may straighten’ the 
edges of the border with a spade, 
spreading the resulting dirt over 
the mulch. In early spring well 
rotted manure may be sprinkled 
on top of the leaves, or a com- 
plete fertilizer may be used. 

Either a layer of leaves or two 


Mor three inches of peat, sawdust, 


oak tow or similar materials 
should be used as a mulch for 
both conifers or broad-leafed ever- 
greens. 

These evergreen plants are not 
entirely dormant during the win- 
ter months. 

Even though the ground may be 
frozen hard,.their leaves continue 
to give off water to the air, espe- 
cially if it is windy, Under these 
conditions, a few hours of bright 
sunshine or brisk, dry wind will 
burn their foliage. Since a thick 
mulch keeps the ground from 
freezing to great depths, it helps 
to prevent “winter burn.” 

It is wise to check perennial 
beds in late fall, to be sure that 
ithe plants have good drainage. 
Winter losses are frequently 
caused by pockets of water that 
collect and remain around peren- 
nials, If necessary, rake the soil 
and mound it around each one, 
making a slight slope that will 
| carry the water away. A ring of 
‘sifted coal ashes placed around 
delphiniums also may be helpful. 
| It is not necessary to remove 
a summer mulch from the peren- 
nial bed, but precautions should 
be taken to keep mulching mate- 
rials from covering evergreen 
foliage of plants like oriental

Purchase of a Park 


Likely Cardinal Move. 


ICK MUCKERMAN, who 
Die indicated that he would 

like to get out of a rather 
uncomfortable baseball position, 
to devote his time to ice and 
relaxation, may have a customer 
for part of his big league hold- 
ings near at hand. 


When Bob Hannegan and as- 
sociates purchased the Cardinals 
from Sam Breadon, they bought 
all the assets, and the assets in- 
cluded $2,100,000 in cash or its 
ready equivalent. The new own- 
ers could dip into the strong 
box and distribute the big re- 
serve, but it would be a costly 
bit of distribution. The major 
stockholders, cutting up two mil- 
lion bucks, would be tossed into 
a bracket way up there. Uncle 
Sam would put a terrific bite 
on the dough, such a big bite 
that it would look like the hole 
in the doughnut when Uncle 
Whiskers got through taking. 

But unaccustomed as we are 
to millions, we can see a glim- 
mer of hope about that big cash 
asset. The money, or part of it, 
could be used for the purpose 
for which Breadon ear-marked 
one million bucks. It could be 
used to build or buy a ball park. 
Building costs now are prohibi- 
tive, but even that handicap 
might not stop a project, which 
would detour the money from 
Uncle Sam into a substantial 
piece of real estate, which would 
be a maferial asset. 


Of if the new owners pre- 
ferred, they could divert enough 
of that reserve fund to purchase 
Sportsman's Park. People who 
are familiar with such things 
say that the return on the ball 
park, at $1,250,000, which is ap- 
proximately what it stands 
Muckerman now, would not 
make financiers clap their hands 
and sing “Goody, goody,” through 
the second chorus, But even so, 
considering what would happen 
to that same dough if Uncle 
Sam got a crack at it in the 
form of income, it might be a 
wise move for the new Cardinal 
owners to buy the park. They 
then would have a tangible real 
estate asset to go with their 
franchise, players and property 
in minor league farm cities. 


Franchise Without Park 


Becomes Movable Object. 
ITH the Sportsman’s Park 
W. plant out of the Brownie 
picture, Muckerman's ma- 
jor league headache would be 
relieved. He then would have a 
franchise that could be peddled 
more easily, whether the pur- 
chaser was interested in a fixed 
or movable asset. 
Robert and William Roden- 


berg of East St. Louis and Balti- 
more, owners of the Baltimore 


Colts of the All-America Foot- 


ball Conference, have indicated 


‘that they are interested in buy- 


ing the Browns, to move them 
to the Maryland city. They have 
mentioned the Brownie owner- 
ship of the ball park here as a 
stumbling block.

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Touch of Spring 


Song of the Lark 
On a Winter Day 


By Leonard Hall 


468. o the year — spring is here.” A strange song 


to be hearing on a gray November day, with 


gusts of cold rain driving across the fields. Yet, there

and carries a heavy crop of “Poor Joe” and the little ragweed 
and marsh grasses which grow in the wet spots. Chipper and 
Mike ranged back and forth, flushipg the larks from the 
grass, The birds seemed to be everywhere. On the. ground 
or in the treetops, the air rang with that.cheery if slightly 
incongruous song: Spring o' the year—spring is here.” I 
suppose there are few songbirds better known than the 
meadow lark—of which we have both Eastern and Western 
varieti¢s here in Missouri. It is one of the first real harbingers 
of spring—the delight of the early meadows as bobwhite is 
of the summer fields. But not everyone knows that this 
favorite among our native birds is not a lark at all; actually 
it belongs to the family “Icteridae” and is a cousin of the 
blackbirds, the oricles and bobolinks. 


r 
Our only true member of the lark family is the 
horned lark which, while a familiar resident 
prairie uplands, is not nearly as conspicuous 
known as the meadow lark. It is strange to 
the meadow lark should ever have been con- 
bird, for its flight is so slow as to 
a worthy target for the gunner; yet 
recent years that the last states have 
the songbird list where it certainly 


. 


@ EVERYONE WHO HAS WATCHED the meadow lark 
in flight must have noticed that the bird nearly always flies 
away from the observer and that the white feathers in the 
tail are particularly. conspicuous, Some ornithologists believe 
that these white tail feathers have a purpose. Like all the 
ground-dwelling birds, our meadow lark is classed as game by 
the falcon and accipiter hawks and by such small four-legged 
hunters as the fox, weasel and house cat. It is probable that 
the hawks aim their swooping dive at those white feathers 
when the lark is in flight and that it often escapes by 
dropping quickly to the ground, closing its tail feathers and 
slipping off into the grass.

@ THE MEADOW LARK LOVES TO NEST in the long 
grasses of the hay meadow, weaving a tight roof overhead 
so that the eggs cannot be seen from above. But before this, 
in the mating season, it follows the custom of its cousin, 
the red-winged blackbird, by marking out a definite territory 
where-in no other lark may build its nest. Two broods are 
often raised in a single season, so that the young of the 
’ first hatch are matured by early summer and those of the 
second by mid-August. On the other hand, this preference 
‘for the hay field as a nesting site means that many nests 
are broken up unavoidably by the farmer with his mowing 
machine. This makes it necessary for the birds to search out 
a new home—but if the second nest is broken up, the birds 
will seldom try to raise a third brood. Many nests can be 
saved, however, by the use of a flushing bar, such as we 
attach to the front of the tractor or the tongue of the horse- 
drawn mower. This will almost always flush the mother bird 
off the nest in time for the driver to raise his sickle -bar 
and thus save the eggs or young.

W TOLD OF THE CONSPICUOUS white tail feathers 
of the meadow lark, but its really distinguishing. plumage is 
the bright yellow breast with black crescent under the throat. 
This never shows to better advantage than when the male 
bird is singing atop a fence post, early on a bright May 
morning. And this song is so universally known across 
America that on several occasions it has been suggested that 
the meadow lark might well be placed second to the golden 
eagie as our national bird.

The ornithologists list seven or eight varieties of 
the eastern meadow lark, according to their range, but 
the differences between them are so small that they 
are extremely hard to distinguish. The western variety, 
however, is quite distinct. He is somewhat smaller and 
decidedly grayer in plumage than his brown cousin, 
while his song is a warble, very much like that of the 
Baltimore oriole or the rose-breasted grosbeak.

@ LIKE MOST OF THE GROUND-NESTING song birds, the 
meadow lark is of tremendous economic importance as a de- 
stroyer of harmful insects—and especially of grasshoppers, 
crickets, caterpillars and cutworms. Considering that two 
broods are raised and that each baby meadow lark eats more 
than its weight each day in insects, it can readily be seen 
that a farmer can go to a bit of extra trouble to protect the 
nests during the hay harvest. And when the young have 
grown and the insect crop becomes scarce, the birds turn to 
the task of harvesting weed seeds. They gather together in 
flocks—yet not in great bands as do the grackles—and travel 
southward at a leisurely pace, stopping where food is abundant 
until the mood strikes them to push on. Indeed, not all of 
them make a long migratory flight, for many times since 
boyhood I have heard the meadow larks singing in the fields 
on Christmas day,

That was the work of an artisan. 

“But once you learn to shoe a 
horse,” his father said, “you're a 
blacksmith, And you might go 
on being a blacksmith, which is 
what I don't want you to be.“ 

Ernie’s father wanted him to 
go places in the world, ahd Ernie 
went. At the age of 50 he is one 
of the top executives in the Unit- 
ed States, drawing a salary which 
has been estimated at more than 
$200,000 a year. 

The story of Ernie's success has 
been called The American Story. 
It is ‘slightly Alger-esque in that 
it combines the elements of hard 
work, honesty and determination. 
But it deviates from the pattern 
in that Ernie didn’t save the 
Squire’s daughter from a run- 
away horse, nor did he marry the 
banker's daughter. 

“But if you're lucky,” he says, 
“it helps.” 

As a boy, Ernie got up at 4 
oclock in the morning and went 
out into the fields around Leba- 
nön to run his traps. He would 
get trom six to a dozen rabbits 
which he would skin before 
breakfast. Then after breakfast 
he peddled them around to his 
regular customers, a nickel with 
the fur on, 10 cents dressed. By 
the time he got his rabbits ped- 
dled, it pre aga to 87 to school. 


RNIE doesn’t tell these things. 

with self-conscious pride. 

Neither does he pity the boy he 
was. He recalls such memories 
fondly. 

Pad,“ he said, “never had 
much education, but he was a 
good artisan, he made us a com- 
fortable living, and he had all the 
honesty, integrity and other good 
qualities of Longfellow’s ‘Village 
Blacksmith.“

made such good grades in high 
school that he earned the role of 
salutatorian.

But his Dad had 
said he couldn’t send both the 
boys to college, so Ernie volun- 
teered to stay home and work a 
year while his brother, who had 
his eye on a job in the bank, went 
to St. Louis and attended business 
college. But Ernie didn’t let any 
time go to waste. He had been 
making 75 cents each Saturday as 
cashier in Red Morris’s barber 
shop, in addition to his rabbit 
trapping in the morning and 
working in Steinberg’s store after- 
noons. In addition to that, he 
helped his father in the black- 
smith shop when business got 
heavy, and also collected his 
father’s accounts.

HE following year, Drury Col- 

lege notified him the scholar- 

ship was still his if he wanted it. 
His brother was back, secure in 
his job at the bank, so Ernie went 
to Springfield and out to the home 
of the late Arthur Pinckney Hall, 
for many years dean of the col- 
lege. That distinguished gentle- 
man was mowing the grass in his 
back yard. He stopped and they 
talked it over. Ernie had no mon- 


ey and did Dean Hall have any 


ideas about how he could work 


his way through school? The dean 
pondered. The coveted jobs of 
sweeping out Burnham Hall and 
waiting on tables in the Commons 
(school dining hall) were all tak- 
en. Ernie named over his various 
accomplishments, including one 
which hadn’t been developed to 
any great extent, For a while in 
Lebanon, he had operated, during 
the two or three hours he had to 
spare each week, a little pressing 
shop. Did the dean have any ob- 
jection to his going into the press- 
ing business in Fairbanks Hall, 
the ancient men’s dormitory 
which, for. reasons obvious not 
only to the tenant but the most 
casual passerby, has always been 
known simply as “the Barn.” The 
dean had none. Ernie went back 
to Lebanon and told his father he 
was going to college. He came 
back to Springfield, purchased a 
goose-neck iron, a board and other 
equipment. He found a gas con- 
nection in the basement of the 
college, cleaned out a storage 
room, had cards printed saying, 
“Ernest Breech, clothes pressed,” 
and he was in business. 

“I passed the cards out to every 
room,” Ernie recalls with a laugh, 
“and it wasn't two days until 
every man in the building had 
been down wanting to know if he 
could borrow my iron to press his 
suit. I found out they couldn't 
afford to have their clothes 
pressed, sO I was out of business.” 

Fortunately, two students who 
had jobs sweeping and waiting 
tables failed to show up, so Ernie 
got the jobs and his room and 
board thereby. Thus he com- 
pleted his first year of college. 
The following summer he became 
a book agent. He sold “The 
Human Interest Library” in two 
volumes. He made $4 on each 
sale. Being a natural born sales- 
man, and not above a few, tricks 
such as getting his book endorsed 
by the superintendent of schools

he made money hand over fist.

HEY were pretty. hot stuff in 
those days. He would load a ma- 
chine on his ear, travel to a 
nearby town, get the names of 
people who could afford but didn’t 
have one, and go to work. Ernie 
was short but husky. He would 
carry the machine onto the front 
porch, ring the doorbell, introduce 
himself and announce that he was 
selling the machines and would 
like to leave it there overnight 
for a try-out. Usually the house- 
wife would throw up her hands. 
“My goodness, lady,” he would 
say, “I just carried this thing up 
here. You don’t want me to carry 
it back, do you?” 
She would look at the machine 
and then at Ernie, who wasn’t 


much taller, and consent to have 


it left overnight. Ernie had long 
since learned that if you could 
get. people to keep one overnight, 
along with a lot of records, they'd 
go on keeping it. 

He spent another year at Drury, 
working in a shoe store after 
school, taking part in athletics 
when he could find time, and 
winding up with a scholastic aver- 
age of 93. Baseball was his favor- 
ite sport, and he played shortstop 
on the Lebanon town team, which 
once played the St. Louis Browns 
(that was when the Browns were 
good) and it took the Browns 14 
innings to beat them, 1 to 0. After 
the game, a representative of the 
Browns approached Ernie and 
asked him if he would like to 
come to St. Louis for a try-out. 
He was a little surprised at the 
emphatic manner in which Ernie 
replied: 

“No sir, not now or ever.” He 
didn’t know that at that time 
Ernie had his heart set on being 
a lawyer and nothing, not even 
baseball fame, was going to swerve 
him from his course. 

When World War One came 
along, Ernie left Drury and went 
to Chicago, Although he never 


\graduated from the college, he is 


now one of its trustees and next 
spring, if he consents, they will 
give him an honorary LL. D. de- 
gree. He hasn’t yet consented to 
accept it, however, because he 
doesn’t think much of people go- 
ing around accepting unearned de- 
grees, 

He went to Chicago to be near 
Fort Sheridan, where he hoped to 
get into Officers Training School. 
He was turned down for that. 
While waiting to be drafted, his 
future, though he didn’t know it 
at the time, was being shaped for 
him.

E took a job at Fairbanks- 

Morse as a bookkeeper. Al-

He decided to become an ac- 
countant. He also decided that if 
he was going to be one, he'd be a 
good one, He went to accounting 
school and in 1921 took the CPA 
examination.

N addition to his other quall- 

tles, it was soon revealed that

The treasurer of Yellow Bab Man- 
ufacturing company heard him 
and hired him on the spot, Breech 
promptly discarded Yellow’s ac- 
counting set-up for one of his own. 
When General Motors took over 
the company and sent a wizard to 
install its accounting system, he 
stayed part of one day and re- 
ported back: “This fellow Breech 
has practically our entire system 
in.“ 

With General Motors he rose 
to general assistant tredsurer in 
1931, and was one of the original 
directors of Transcontinental and 
Western Air, and a director of 
General Aviation Corporation. By 
1936 he was group executive at 
G. M. and dy 1939 he was vice- 
president in charge of aviation 
and non-automotive subsidiaries. 
The latter included electric re- 
frigerators on which General Mo- 
tors was losing several million 
each year. Before Breech left they 
were making some 8 million a 
year, 

Ernie became a director of Ben- 
dix Corporation in 1937. Bendix 
manufactures automobile and air- 
craft parts, The firm began ex- 
panding in 1939, reached 30 times 
its prewar level during the war. 
Total sales jumped from $31,000,- 
000 in 1938 to $920,000,000 by the 
end of 1943. Breech had been 
made president in 1942. 

When, early last year, Henry 
Ford II had determined to be his 
own man and was quietly sign- 
ing up a new team to help run 
his empire, he selected Breech as 
quarterback. He didn’t know him 
personally, but he knew him by 
reputation, 

He wanted him not only for his 
ability, but for what he repre- 
sented as an executive. Henry had 
decided that the stuffed shirts 
which occupied too many top of- 
fices at Ford were going out on 
their ears. In their places would 
be executives who knew their busi- 
ness, but who also had progres- 
sive ideas, some feeling of hu- 
manitarianism toward the work- 
ing man, and a sense of humor.

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To Shield His Wife, He Risked 
Death in the Electric Chair by 


Confessing and Standing Trial for 
a Murder He Did Not Commit 


By Edward Radin 


HENEVER any murder re- 

ceives nationwide publicity, 

police know they can expect 
cranks to pop up’ in widely sep- 
arated parts of the country and 
confess to a crime they never com- 
mitted. Under questioning most 
of them readily admit their stories 
are fakes and explain they were 
motivated either by an irresistible 
urge to get into the limelight or 
a hankering for a free train ride 
to the scene. 


But there is a fairly recent case 
in which an innocent person con- 
fessed to a murder, stood by that 
confession, and went on trial fac- 
ing possible sentence to the elec- 
tric chair without revealing the 
gg a story which now can be 
old, 


The case opens on Thursday, 
Feb. 27, 1941, in Memphis, Tenn., 
with the death of Walter L. Sam- 
ples, a retired well-to-do engineer, 
who was senior commander of the 
Spanish-American War Veteran's 
Association. His physician sus- 
pected that Samples had been poi- 
soned with a bottle of milk and 
told the following story: 


Samples had found the milk two 
days earlier on Tuesday, the twen- 
ty-fifth, when he opened the door 
of his bungalow. He had checked 
with his neighbors to see if the 
bottle was left at his home by mis- 
take but when all said they had 
received their regular order, Sam- 
Ples decided it was a gift bottle as 


a sales promotion scheme and had 
some with his breakfast of toast, 
bacon and eggs. 

A short time later he became ill 
but managed to continue with his 
affairs until Thursday when he 
collapsed and died. 


Samples was a bachelor and 
lived alone in his well-furnished 
bungalow. The physician said that 
when he arrived at the house, a 
beautiful young Woman was seated 
at the dying man’s bedside. He did 
not know her, but after hearing 
the story of the milk told her to 
take the bottle to the police while 
he tried to save Samples, 

The coroner ordered an autopsy 
while police hunted for the woman. 
She appeared at headquarters with 
the partly filled bottle of milk 
after she heard of Samples’s death. 
She explained that occasionally 
she worked at Samples's office and 


Samples had telephoned her when 
he became violently ill. It was at 
her insistence that the physician 
was summoned. 

Police examined the milk bottle 
which bore the name of a Memphis 
dairy. About one glass of milk 
had been consumed from it, The 


- route man denied that he had left 


any milk at Samples’s home. The 
bottle was turned over to the city 
chemist, who found that the milk 
was loaded with phosphorous 
from a rat poison, The autopsy 
showed Samples died from phos- 
phorous poisoning. 

The woman was questioned fur- 
ther and admitted that on several 
occasions she had gone out with 
Samples but quickly added that

there had been no romance be- 
tween them. The officers smiled. 
She was in her early twenties, 
while Samples had been 69 years 
old. 

But the smiles vanished from 
their faces when the murdered 
man’s home was searched for pos- 
sible clues. A locked desk drawer 
crammed with ardent love letters 
showed that Samples preferred the 
company of pretty women in their 
twenties. 

The letters were from dozens of 
young women, all speaking of 
their great love for a man old 
enough to be their father, 

In fact, most of them referred 
to Samples as “Daddy” in their 
love notes. The searching officers 
also found pictures of some of 
these women, many in various 
stages of undress. The photo- 
graphs had been taken inside the 
bungalow. 

The surprised officers hurried 
to Inspector M. A. Hinds with 
their find, Instead of one motive 
they had discovered a Pandora's 
box full of them. 

Some of the women who had 
been carrying on affairs with 
Samples were married, others 
were engaged. Any one of them, 
desperate to get back her letters 
or photographs, might have pois- 
oned him. An enraged husband, 
sweetheart or parent could have 
done it. 

“Concentrate on the women,“ 
Hinds directed. “Poisoning is a 
woman's crime.” 

Since the names of many prom- 
inent women were among the let- 
ter writers, hand-picked detec- 
tives, pledged to secrecy, were as- 
signed to question them, There 
were tearful scenes in many Mem- 
phis homes as the officers pressed 
their investigation, but weeks 
passed with no new information 
as the women were eliminated 
one after another.

NEARBY shopkeeper supplied 

a possible clue. He said that 

several weeks before the mur- 
der, a man had entered his place 
and kept a watch on Samples’s 
bungalow, explaining that he sus- 
pected his wife was there. After 
waiting impatiently for several 
minutes the man stormed out, 
without going to the bungalow. 
The store owner described the 
irate husband as a tall, husky 
man weighing well over 200 
pounds. 

For the next few days street 
photographers appeared about 
town and pictures were taken of 
all the husbands whose wives had 
written to Samples. The photo- 
graphs were shown to the store- 
keeper but he failed to recognize 
any of the men. 

All the papers found in the 
bungalow were studied for possi- 
ble clues. No will was located 
and an insurance policy Samples 
had carried named his estate as 
beneficiary. a 

“Sifting of court records dis- 
closed that in 1939 a man named 
LeRoy House had brought a 
replevin action against Samples 
to recover a washing machine. 
Inspector Hinds shrugged at the 
information. 

J don’t think this murder was 
committed over a washing ma-

Farmers There Concen- 
trate on Feed for Cattle 
Instead of Wheat and 
Rye.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP)— 
One of the biggest problems fac- 
ing American and European offi- 
cials in the present food crisis is 
to get European farmers to con- 
centrate on producing food grains 
rather than livestock feed grains. 
_ Agriculture Department reports 
from abroad indicate that most 
farmers prefer to grow barley, 
oats and corn—grains used prin- 
cipally for making beer and for 
feeding cattle, hogs and chickens. 

These reports find substantia- 
tion in the fact that European 
production of beverage and feed 
grains increased while that, of 
food grains decreased. Some of the 
decrease in wheat and rye—the 
food grains—was caused by a se- 


=| vere winter which killed consid- 


erable acreage of these crops. 

Dry Weather a Factor. 
Department officials said it is 
imperative that Europe concen- 
trate on food grains until the 
world grain shortage is relieved.

‘Angels’ Problem Not Yet 


Solved by Army and 
Phone Firm. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29 (AP)— 
Radar experts are trying to solve 
the puzzle of “angels” in the 
esky. Radar sends out pulses of 
radio waves which are reflected 
as echoes by nearby or distant 
objects, The “angels” were dis- 
covered when radar beams were 
shot straight up. Weak, but clear- 
ly recognizable, echoes returned 
from something in the air, The 


something was nicknamed 
“ghosts” or “angels.” 

Studies by the Army * 
Corps laboratory at Belmar, N. J., 
and Bell Telephone laboratories at 
Holmdel, N.J., showed the “angels” 
were most numerous in the first 
half mile abeve the earth's sur- 
face, but may occur at heights 
up to two miles. . 

The “angels” are fleeting, last- 
ing only one-half second to 10 
seconds, possibly because they 
move rapidly across the radar 
beam. Several hundred may be 
noticed in an hour, but their dis- 
tribution is random.

The seventh annual Missouri 
Exhibition, which will open at 


City Art Museum tomorrow at 8 
p.m. with a public reception in 
honor of the exhibitors, drew a 
record number of entries from a 
record number of artists, the mu- 
geum announced yesterday. The 
show, comprising 279 exhibits, is 
bigger than ever before. Thirteen 
prizes, totaling $1050, also a new 
high, were awardedelast Tuesday. 

A total of 1081 entries from 372 
persons reached the museum this 
year in comparison with 1000 
from 325 in 1946. What makes the 
new peak surprising is that Wil-

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 29 (AP)—

confessions of killings. In recent months 
two 16-year-old boys have received death 
sentences, seven other boys of 16 or under 
life terms for murder. Upwards of a dozen 
other boys and girls, all confessed slayers, 
now are in jail or in custody of juvenile 
authorities pending trials. 

The t g of human life by a child 
brings up questions that both courts and 
communities find hard to answer. Per- 
plexed and often horror-struck authorities, 
pursuing the usual inquiries as to motive, 
usually come up against baffling facets of 
the immature mind. In six recent cases, 
children killed playmates apparently on 

ure impulse; in four others, parents or 


oster parents were fatally shot or bludg- . 


eoned over some grievance. Robbery and 
sex, which figure in many adult killings, 
are seldom directly involved in child cases. 

How far can society go in holding a 
child accountable for his acts? Students 
of child behavior know that very young 

dren often lash out at playmates with 
any handy object in flareups of fury that 
may be forgotten a moment later. Normal- 


ly, this impulse soon comes under control. 

When it doesn't, a community may 
awake some morning to the shocking dis- 
covery of a small, bloody body in a lone- 
ly spot, perhaps a rope around its neck, or 
its head crushed with a rock, or wounds 
inflicted by knife or bullets. Running down 
the killer in such cases usually is simple 
enough, for children are not sufficiently cal- 
culating, or don’t even take the trouble, to 
cover their tracks. The community then 
has the responsibility of passing judgment 
on a boy or girl often capable of making 
no explanation except that the killing was 
“impulse” or done for a thrill. 

Courts are under staggering handicaps 
in dealing with child killers. Few states 
have prison facilities for them that could 
accomplish any rehabilitation, and they 
lack means for the special psychiatric 
study and treatment that most cases obvi- 
ously need. Some aré automatically bound 
by statute to impose maximum sentences— 
life imprisonment or death—upon convic- 
tion of anyone of first degree (premedi- 
tated) murder. 

They also have no means of applying 
punishment where judges and juvenile au- 
thorities know it sometimes is due—on par- 
ents who defaulted their responsibilities.
